5. Choose which calendar to add the imported events to. By default, events will be imported into your primary 
calendar. 

6. Click Import

1 . At the bottom of the page, select Calendar. 

2. In the navigation pane, select Add calendar. 

3. Select Upload from file. 

4. Select Browse, choose the .ics file you want to upload, and then select Open. 

5. Select the calendar that you want the file imported to, and then select Import.

1. Choose File > Import.

Flu Shots 


September and October are the Best Months to Get A Flu Shot 


NHRMC Physician Group practices will be offering several options for getting a flu shot this year. 
Per CDC recommendations, NHRMC practices will provide flu vaccines for the 2020-2021 flu 
season beginning in September and recommend everyone get their vaccine in September or Oc¬ 

tober. 


The CDC does not recommend flu vaccination earlier in the year, particularly for elderly or high- 
risk patients, because the shot’s protection might be reduced later in the flu season. 

How to Get A Flu Vaccine This Fali: 

1. Call your doctor’s office or use NHRMC MyChart to schedule an appointment for the shot with 
your provider or their clinical team 

2. Visit any NHRMC ExpressCare location - no appointment needed (Please check first to see if 
COVID-19 restrictions have affected Express care hours). 

COMING SOON - “Flu Thru” Drive-Thru Flu Shots at select NHRMC Physician Group primary 
care locations. Look for more information on scheduling your “Flu Thru” appointment in the com¬ 
ing weeks.
